Specification 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

On page 1 line 4, the phrase "This is a continuation-in part of is incorrect. A 

non-provisional application can only be a continuation-in-part of another non-provisional 

application. Refer to MPEP 201 .07. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Objections 

Claim 6 is objected to because of the following informalities: 
In claim 6 lines 4-5, the phrase "assembling a first hoop and a second hoop 
around the first pipe end and the second pipe end adjacent the shoulders thereof 
should be replaced with "assembling a first hoop around the first pipe end adjacent the 
shoulder of the first cuff and a second hoop around the second pipe end adjacent the 
shoulder of the second cuff. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 2 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kanao (US 5,429,397). 

With respect to claim 1 , Kanao discloses a pipe assembly comprising first and 
second metal pipes (4; note the cross-hatching indicates that they are metal, see MPEP 
608.02) having respective first and second ends, a first plastic cuff (H) molded along the 
periphery of the first pipe and a mating second plastic cuff (H) molded along the 
periphery of the second pipe end. 

With respect to claim 2, given the broadest reasonable interpretation, the first 
plastic cuff comprises a tongue (B) and the second plastic cuff comprises a groove (8), 
the cuffs forming a tongue and groove joint. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 3-5 are allowed. 

Claim 6 is objected to but would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the above 
noted objection (see Claim Objections above).
